S.T.ILN.G. funding dropped 
by three townships 


> Same townships 
see increase in drug 
investigations by 


one third in 2001

Strike Team Investigative 
Narcotics Group (S.T.L.N.G.) has 
had 55 cases in Crawford County in 
the last two years, 24 in 2000 and 3! 
in2001, 

Three townships in the county 
have dropped out of the program 
citing tight budgets and little drug 


related activily. Beaver Creek . 


Township dropped the program sev- 
eral years ago, followed by Frederic 
Township two years ago, and this 
year, South Branch Township 
dropped its funding of the program. 

These three townships comprise 
1/3 of the population and account 
for nearly 40% of the cases (21 of 
55) in the last two years. The num- 
ber of cases in the three townships 
increased by 33%, with nine in 2000 
and 12 in 2001, 

As each township stops funding 
the program, it falls to the Sheriff to 
try to find the funding from within 
his budget. Sheriff Kirk Wakefield 
said there is enough money to cover 
it this year, but he doesn’t know 
how Jong he’ll be able to continue 
supporting the program.

A grant from the Office of Drug 
Control Policy helps to fund the 
program so the cost to cach county 
is $1.10 per capita. This fee, which 
comes to approximately $16,000 for 
Crawford County, allows the county 
to have the services of a specialized 
six-man team, including vehicles 
and other equipment. 

S.T.LLN.G. was formed in October 
1990, to help stem the proliferation 
of drugs in northern Michigan. The 
sheriffs of Arenac, Crawford, losco, 


Counties, with their County Boards 
of Commissioners and the Michigan 
State Police committed to the team 
to keep their communities drug and 
violence free. 

The team, consisting of stx offi- 
cers from the counties and adminis- 
tered by the Michigan State Police, 
has been effective in going after 
drug dealers. In 2001, the team was 
responsible for nearly 150 arrest 
counts including 128 drug counts, 
and four solicitations to murder. The 
drugs involved included heroin, 
cocaine, marijuana, methampheta- 
mines, and even some LSD laced 
gummy candies. 

Detective Lieutenant Mark 
Chapman, who commands the team,

Crime spree included theft 
of over $10,000 in jewelry

The list of charges against a pair 
of teen thieves keeps growing as 
law enforcement continues to inves- 
tigate a string of recent vehicle Jar- 


cenies. Felony charges have now 
been added. 
Charges against 17-year old 


Casey Nelson Darling and a 16-year 
old juvenile accomplice began as 
one misdemeanor charge each of 
larceny. Investigative work by 
Crawford County Sheriff Deputy 
Randy Baerlocher has revealed the 
pair allegedly stole over $10,000 
worth of jewelry from one unlocked 
car, prompting more charges. 

The jewelry was reported to 
Deputy Ryan Finstrom as stolen 
about a month ago. A women told 
the sheriff's deputy she had bor- 
rowed the jewelry from her mother 
to wear to a wedding here in the 
Grayling area. She left it in an 
unlocked car overnight while stay- 
ing ata friend’s home in Grayling 
Township. 

Bacrlocher discovered the con- 
nection between the teens and the 
stolen jewelry during routine ques- 
tioning. He learned the jewelry, 
which included a necklace and a 
pair of earrings, was sold by the pair 
to carnival workers during the 
recent Crawford County Fair. The 
tcens were also working for the car- 
nival company on a part time basis, 

Deputy Baerlocher found the car- 
nival comparty operating at an event 
in lonia County and located three 
individuals -- two males and one 
female, all adults -- to whom the 
teens claim they sold the jewelry. 
Baerlocher confirmed the sale and 
learned the items had been sold to a

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Drinking incident 
nearly cost one 
teen her life

Grayling City Police are con- 
linuing {o investigate an incident 
that occurred last week in the 
City Park that left one 14-year 
old girl highly intoxicated, 
requiring hospitalization. 

Patrolman Tim Coe said four 
girls and one boy, ranging in age 
from 14 to 15 years old, have 
confessed to drinking in the park 
after being lured to the south side 
of the AuSable River where bot- 
tles of liquor were being kept in 
the brush by three older teens, 
believed to be from the area, who 
offered it to them. 

The drinking began mid-day, 
around 3:30 p.m. on Tuesday, 
July 23 and ended around 5:30 
p.m. when one of the girls 
became dangerously intoxicated, 
even though her friends state they 
begged her to drink no more. 
When she wouldn't stop or come 
with them, they left her there 
with the three older teens, who 
said they would take care of her. 
They told Coe she was walking 
into trees and falling down. 

Two of the three older teens 
took the intoxicated girl to a 


home nearby, Coe said. Her par- 
ents were notified and the girl 
was taken to Grayling Mercy 
Hospital. 

Coe said the kids were afraid 
of the consequences from the 
underage drinking and were not 
all too forthcoming with informa- 
tion until they Iearned that one of 
them was in serious condition at 
the hospital with possible alcohol 
poisoning. Coe stated that upon 
his arrival at the hospital, the gir] 
appeared in such bad shape that 
he thought she had been assault- 
ed. 

After more than 24 hours of 
hospitalization, the girl was 
released to recuperate at home. 

Coe said an arrest warrant ts 
pending against at least one of 
the older teens who provided the 
alcohol. Charges are still being 
determined on all three older 
tecns. 

The younger group could face 
charges of minor in possession, 
which will be decided by the 
Crawford County Prosecutor’s 
Office. 

Coe said the investigation into 
where the older teens got the 
alcohol will continue.

DISPELLING MYTHS 
ABOUT SKIN CANCER 

QUESTION: | remember when 
we were children we were always 
told to “go out and get some. sun- 
shine - it’s good for you.” Now 1 
hear that a lot of sun may not be 
good for you and could even be 
harmful. Is this true? 

SIGNED: Sun Worshiper 


ANSWER: Unfortunately, there 
are a lot of myths concerning the 
sun and skin cancer, Some com- 
mon misconceptions which ARE 
NOT true include: 


- Children need a strong dose of 


natural sunlight to maintain good 
health. 

- Skin cancer develops as part of 
the aging process. 

- In order for sunlight to cause 
skin cancer, you must get a sun- 
burn. 

- Only fair-skinned people are 
susceptible to sunburn and, conse- 
quently skin cancer. 

- Sun damage is only temporary. 

- A tanned person ts a healthy 
person. 

- Tanning booths are a safe way

Because these myths — are 
believed by most people, skin can- 
cer cases are increasing by 3 to 5 
% each year. Nearly two in seven 
Amcricans will develop skin can- 
cer or one half million each year. 
In many cases, skin cancer can be 
prevented and cured but often it is 
difficult to recognize, particularly 
in its early stages. Slight discol- 
oration of the skin or any change 
in the size, color, shape or thick- 
ness or pre-existing moles or other 
growths should be an indication to 
visit a doctor for further evalua- 
lion. 

The American 
Dermatology recommends the fol- 
lowing precautions to lessen the 
chance of developing skin cancer: 

- Minimize sun exposure, espe- 


cially during the peak sun hours of 


10 a.m. and 2 p.m. when the sun’s 
rays are the most intense. 

- Apply a sunscreen liberally and 
frequently, and reapply every two 
hours when working, playing, or 
exercising outdoors. Sunscreens 
with a Sun Protection Factor (SPF) 
of at least 15 are recommended for 
protection against skin cancer and 
premature aging of the skin. Even 
on cloudy days, these precautions 
should be followed. 

- Wear appropriate clothing dur- 
ing prolonged periods in the sun, 
including a hat, long sleeved shirt 
and pants. 

- Beware of reflective surfaces.

- Avoid tanning salons and sun- 
lamps since the ultraviolet rays 
emitted by these artificial sources 
are similar to those in sunlight and 
can cause sunburn, premature 
aging, and increased risk of skin 
cancer. 

- Protect children by keeping 
them out of sun, minimizing sun 
exposure and applying sunscreens 
beginning at six months of age., 

- Teach children and teenagers 
sun protection, since sun exposure 
damage accumulates over the 
course of a lifetime. One severe 
childhood or adolescent sunburn 
will double the risks of developing 
skin cancer. 

- Examine your skin and your 
children’s skin regularly for any 
changes in moles, freckles, or skin 
discoloration, 

Although many people wisely 
remember to apply sunscreen at 
the beach, the majority of sun 
exposure is a cumulative process 
that occurs during our daily activi- 
ties when sunscreens are usually 


forgotten - doing yard work, bicy- 


cling, taking a walk, gardening, 
fishing, going to the playground, 
etc. 

To minimize skin cancer risk, it 
is important to remember sun- 
screens and protective apparel at 
all times when spending time out- 
doors.

For 
example, from 1989 through 1991, 
low rates of measles, mumps and

measles epidemic that caused over 
55,000 cases and 120 deaths. 

¢ Chickenpox is endemic in the US 
and virtually alt persons who are not 
vaccinated are at increased risk for 
comtracling chickenpox in adult- 
hood. The risk of complications and 
death from chickenpox can be up to 
10 to 20 times greater for adults than 
children. 

* More than 200 Haemophilus 
influenzae type b (Hib) infections 
occur each year in children under 
five years of age. Because children 
can be exposed to Hib bacteria car- 
ried by healthy people, the potential 
for unvaccinated children to contract 
this disease is high, 

In August, children and young 
adults are returning to school and 
college, and the influenza vaccina- 
(ion season begins in the fall. 
District Health Department #10 
encourages persons of all ages to 
stay up-to-date on the routine recom- 
mended immunization schedule this 
season, and throughout their life- 
lime,

Kolka, Corbin edge Harwood, Rimer 
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by six minutes to win their seventh 
consecutive AuSable Marathon 


Six-time defending champs Jeff 


Kolka, 43, of Grayling, and Serge 
Corbin, 45, of Quebec, paddled 
their way to an unprecedented sev- 
enth consecutive victory Sunday, 
July 28, at North American’s rich- 
est, toughest non-stop canoe race: 


the Weyerhacuser AuSable River 


Canoe Marathon. The pair claimed 


the $5,000 first place prize from a- 


total purse of $50,000, the richest in 
North American canoe racing. 

The race started with a bang at 9 
p.m. Saturday night in Grayling. At 
the sound of the starter’s pistol, 51 
two-person teams ran [/8-mile 
through the streets to the AuSable 
River for the start of this [20 mile, 
l4 to 19 hour non-stop race. 
Thousands of fans fining the streets 
and the river banks at Ray’s Canoe 
Livery gave the teams a rousing 
send-off. 

Water levels were slightly higher 
than in 2001 but the winning pace 
for the race was relatively stow. 


Kolka and Corbin’s elapsed time of 


15:04:56 (5 hours, 4 minutes, 56 
seconds) was the second slowest 
Weyerhaeuser AuSable Marathon 
winning time since [978 and also 
only the second AuSable Marathon 
winning time over 15 hours in 22 
years, 

' This was Kolka’s seventh victory 
on the AuSable course. Corbin has 
now won the AuSable Marathon a 
record-breaking 16 times. In 1994, 


Corbin, with partner Solomon 
Carriere of Saskatchewan, set the 
AuSable Marathon record with a 
winning time of 13:58:08. Corbin ts 
widely recognized as the preemi- 
nent marathon canoe racer in North 
American, winning over 90% of the 
major canoe races he has entered 
over the past 25 years, 

Kolka and Corbin were tested 
early in the race by a pair of up-and- 
conling young paddlers - Mo 
Harwood, 23, of Grayling, and his 
partner Matt Rimer, 18, of Horton. 
Harwood and Rimer challenged the 
champs and the two teams pulled 
away from the rest of the pack by 
nearly 2 minutes at the first timing 
location, Burton’s Landing, about 
40) minutes into the race. At that 
point, the champs and their young 
challengers were separated by only 
nine seconds. 

However, the young paddlers 
could not maintain the torrid pace 
set by the powerful Kolka-Corbin 
duo, and by the second timing loca- 
tion ~ Stephan Bridge — another 30 
minutes into the race, the champs 
had widened the gap to 48 seconds. 
They continued to pull away, even-

Michigan pairing - Bill Torongo, 
40, of Roscommon, and John 
Sullivan, 32, of Grayling, — had 


moved into second place and, 


Harwood-Rimer had slipped anoth- 
er four minutes back into 3rd place, 
15 minutes behind the leaders. But 
the young duo was not done yet! 
Harwood and Rimer worked with 
another team — Bruce Barton, 45, of 
Homer, and Steve Lajoie, 26, of 
Quebee - to catch Torongo and 
Sullivan by the next timing location, 
the Cooke Dam portage. 

Then the young pair discovered 
new-found energy and set a torrid 
pace to the last portage on the 120- 
mile course, at Foote Dam, nearly 
14 hours into the race. Harwood 
and Rimer essentially buried the 
competition, moving decisively into 
2nd place, paddling to a four-minute 
lead over the other challengers and 
gaining six minutes on the leaders 
and eventual winners, Kolka and 
Corbin. 

Arriving at the finish line in 
15:10:22 (15 hours, 10 minutes, 22 
seconds) Rimer attributed their 
excellent showing to “having 
worked very hard and having bene- 
fited from excellent tutoring” from 
the same competitors who had fin- 
ished just ahead of and behind them 
at the AuSable Marathon. 

Harwood added, “This was the 
first time Pve successfully worked 
with a partner to paddle a smart race 
tactically, not just a fast race or a 
hard race.”
